of the Potomac had 'risen to such a 
height that the floor of the bridge was 
submerged nt points, and had It not 
been for the efforts of a number of 
men In relieving the pressure of the 
Ice gorge the bridge might have been 
swept away while the royal train waa 
crossing. 


This was undoubtedly grave danger, 


but the Prince hlnixn'r was apparently 
unconscious of It. as he betrayed no 
nervousness nnd willingly trusted hlm- 
nclf In the hands of those who were 
charged with the entertaining and pro- 
tecting him from all harm.

In the memorial services for President 
McKlnley, and later on at a rapid, 
standup luncheon In the rooms of the

In this latter event the Prince 


demonstrated again his complete de- 
mocracy and his adaptlblllty as well. 


The lunch was an elaborate one, pre-
